Vby Balt Start! a Dry Vail ta Itaalag. 

A month or ao ago The Herald call¬ 
ed attention to the fact that aall placed 
in a dry or failing well would produce a 
flow of water, having received the Infor¬ 
mation from Mr. Emery James, of thiw 
place, who in turn get his knowledge of 
an old well digger, many yeara ago. Tbo 
item went the rounds of the slate press, 
and, indeed, was copied in papers *11 over 
the union The Hnrrodshurg Democrat, 
this state, printed the item and it was 
tried by Prof. John Aug Williams, wb» 
found it a most complete success, and 
II. F. Hillcnineyer, the nurseryman, 
of Lexington, writing to that paper, ex¬ 
plains the phenomenon ns follows: 

The story of the suit sod the dry well, 
and the return of the water thereafter, 
has thoroughly gone the rounds of the 
Kentucky papers. 

Id Kcntuccy we hare two kinds ef 
wells. The shallow well mi a par with 
the flowing spring, effluence of which 
de|M-nds on the water gathered from a 
higher level. When this water gives out, 
the salt ia a dismal failure. 

Other wells are sunk into the stntio: 
water table. The waters of these do ooL 
How; only when removed, more taken iu 
place. We are in the cavernous lime¬ 
stone, nnd in its lower measures are great 
pockets of water connected by seams and 
Assures. This stock of water is practically 
inexhaustible, hut the enndtiila lending 
from one reservoir to another may bw 
very small. When the water of tbo 
movable water table is exhausted thero 
is of course no pressure and the least 
obstruction stops tlie flow.

Largest Cannon in The World Cndor 
Construction. It is Tor 
Flew York Harbor. 

The largest cannon in tbe world is now 
being built at the Bethlehem Iron Works 
in remnylvaoN for the protection of 


New York Harbor. T» Is'tn be placed 
upon Komer Hhoals. near the entrance 
to tbe bay, upon a massive foundation of 
stono ami concrete, reaching fifty feet 
below low water innrk, and protected by 
a turret which will be large euuugb to 
shelter both cannon and the quarters of 
the crew. It will be mounted no it can 
be poietod in any direction, and thus 
have a full sweep of all the channels 
that approach the city. A single shot 
from this gun will utterly destroy any 
vessel afloat, and human Ingenuity ha« 
not yet conceived anything that would 
be able to resist the force of its projec¬ 
tiles. 

It will reouiro 1,000 pounds of powder 
for every discharge, and will carry a 

K reject lie of steel weighing 2,300 pounds 
i almost a straight line more thau six¬ 
teen miles. At that distance the pro 
jectilra will have a striking energy equal 
vo the force of a 2 ,S 00 ton ship running 
at 20 knots an hour. 

Tbe largest instruments of war now in 
existence are two cannon mounted ut 
the mouth of the harbor of Spexla, near 
(ioDim, where the Italian government 
lias its naval arsenal. They weigh 120 
tens, which is about the weight of the 
monster that was exhibited by the Krupp 
company at the world's fair. The new 
gun for Komer Shoals will he «i^ tons 
heavier and five feet longer and repre¬ 
sents several important improvements 
which have been discovered or invented 
since the Italian and Krupp guns were 
made. There is n six inch gun in the 
(ireul Britain lurin'* at (iihralta, sup- 
isiscd to he the strangest in the world, 
but is rather old fashioned. Tourists 
are always taken to see It, however, and 
enterprising little '■< Jilts," as the citizens 
of (Iihralta are called, arc usually on 
baud to crawl through the bore from 
broecli to uiuzxtc for croppers. This (»i- 
iirnlta gnu is nitld to have carried n“ju'u- 
ilno" shot twelve miles last summer. 

The new gnu being made at Itctlile 
hem will bo forty-nine feet two inches 
long, and at the thickest part of the 
brooch will measure five feet five inches 
in diameter. It will weigh 12 li tons, 
aud the caliber will be sixteen inches. 
It will cost $ 120 , 000 , slid the carriage, 
pedestal and turret $.‘tuO,000 more. The 
machinery required for handling and 
tiring the gun will he operated by elec 
tricily, and is of the most dedicate' and 
accurate deaciiplion. Although sixteen 
or eighteen men will be required as a 
crew to keep it in order, the actual land¬ 
ing and firing will be done with as little 
effort a* playing a piano or a typewriter. 
The shot will lie aimed with mathemati¬ 
cal precision hv automatic instruments. 

Science has discovered methods to do- 
.termine with the accuracy of » pair of 
"apothecary's scales how far a certain 
amount of powder will carry a certain 
weight of metal, and it is only necessary 
for the man who fires the gun to know 
the weight *f thvehargi and the projec¬ 
tile und the approximate di«t.in. e to the 
target, which is ascertained by scientific 
observation*. Then he adjusts the deli¬ 
cate mechanism before him, toiielies a 
bulloii gently and away she g> r* with 
the exercise of less trouble and strength 
than is required to tire an old fn-hioned 
home pistol. Kven if the sliet should 
not happen to hit the cruiser aimed at. 
fourteen or fifteen miles away, it would i 
be very apt to fall in its immediate 
neighborhood and would create such a 
commotion In the water as to swamp it 
if it did not mi>s the vessel. 

The largest guns now in n-r are on 
the great battle ship* of nur navy They 
weigh from sixty to seventy tons, and 
the largest bore is thirteen inches. The 
weight of a twelve inch gun is about 
fifty tons.
